FRUIT‘GROWERS IN COUNCIL 


Looking Forward to the May Con- 
vention—A Tour of Inspection. 

The executive committee of the 
Southern California Fruit-growers’ As- 
sociation met by appointment at No. 
118 North Main street yesterday at 9 
a.m., all members being present. 

R. P. Waite was chosen chairman 
and H. W. Kruckeberg secretary. It 
was decided that the committee pre- 
pare an address to the fruit-growers, 
embodying the objects and aims of the 
association. Touching the preliminary 
arrangements for holding the conven- 
tion in May, and also for the arrange- 
ment of a programme, the committee 
thought it best to correspond with 
some of the leading frult-growers be- 
fore 1 definite arrangements 
regarding the convention. It was de- 
cided, however, to have some one 

rominently connected with the fruit 
ndustry to deliver the opening ad- 
dress, which is to be followed by the 
reading of essays touching upon the 
leading subjects now before horticul- 
turists of this section, and to invitea 
mutual interchange of opinion from all 
present. 

After the committee had concluded 
its business, Messrs. Pirtle, White, 
Heintz and Kruckeberg concluded to 
make a tour of inspection of some of 
the leading fruit stands and learn the 
condition of the fruit at present placed 
upon the market. Upward of fifteen 
different places were visited, and in 
every case—so they report—the fruit 
inspected was found infested with 
scale—not only fed scale, but other 
scales as well. Many of the dealers in 
their talks expressed their willingness 
to not purchase infected fruits, and in 
one or two cases reports came that 
certain fruits had been ordered re- 
turned to the orchards by the inspect- 
ors, as being infested with scale. The 
short tour of inspection fully con- 
vinced the gentlemen that more strin- 
ent measures are necessary to sustain 
he officers of the law in carrying out 
the provisions of the same, and also 
that many fruit-growers. are very neg- 
ligent in marketing fruit known to be 
infested. 

DISCOVERIES BY MR. COQUILLETT. 
Los ANGELES, April 2.—[To the 
Editor of THe Times.] In your 
issue of March 380th is a list 
of five different kinds of scale 
insects, which our City Inspector 
Weise found on some ornamental 
plants in acertain nursery in this city. 
A more careful examination of the 
leaves, which Mr. Weise left with me, 
reveals the presence of a sixth species 
of scale insect, the Parlatoria proteus 
of Curtis. This species has been found 
upon various kinds of ornamental 
plants in conservatories in the eastern 
part of this country, and also in Eu- 
rope, but has not heretofore been de- 
tected in this State, so far as I am 
aware. 

But the most 8 discovery is 
the fact that the scale referred to in 
the above article as an undetermined 
species of Aspidiotus, proves upon 
more careful study to be no other than 
the red scale of Florida, Aspidiotus 

, apest which infests oranges in 
lorida, but has not as yet obtained a 
foothold in our own State. It is very 
fortunate that these specimens wére 
discovered and destroyed ere they had 
been distributed over the State. Nearly

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Yesterday Afternoon. 
The board of directors of the Los 
Angeles Public Library met yesterday 
afternoon, President G. A. Dobinson 


ard, J. Mills Davies and H. Jay Han- 
chette and the Librarian, Miss Tessa 
L. Kelso, present. 

The Librarian reported that during 
the month of March 648 new books and. 
three periodicals bad been added; that 
the circulation had increased to 11,436 
volumes, and that 66 new names had 
been placed on the register. The 
daily average of books given out was 
869, an increase of 19 per day over the 
month of February. The directors ex- 
p themselves as of the opinion 
that no library of a like size, under 
similar circumstances, could show a 
record equal to that of the Los Angeles 
Public Library. 

The committee on branch libraries 
reported that it had investigated the 
matter in all its phases, and had con- 
sidered the expense, and had come to 
the conclusion that nothing could be 
done until after the next appropria- 
tion. It was decided to ask the Coun- 
cil to set aside enough money at the 
next tax levy to establish branches at 
the South End, Boyle Heights, East 
Los Angeles and the West End. 

After the consideration of several 
other matters pertaining tothe routine 
of the library, the board adjourned.

TON, April 2.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.] Tue House Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries today re- 
ported a bill to place the American mer- 
chant marine engaged in foreign trade upon 
au equality with that of other nations. 
The principal provisions of the bill have 
already been given. The report accompany- 
ing it says in part: The ocean transporta- 
tion of the United States has averaged 
$240,000,000 annually during the past 10 
years. Taking our share of this trade at 75 
per cent, we have the amount of $180,000, - 
000, 10 per cent. of which is $18,000,000, 
Surely it would not be a bad investment for 
the Nation to pay out $18,000,000 annually to 
secure an er to earn and save 

180,000,000, but if this 
8 percent, That would be double what the 
bounty bill will call for in 10 years to come. 

The estimate of the committee is that 
under the terms of the bill payment in 
bounties for the first year would be for sail- 
ing vessels, $1,644,818; steam vessels, $1,- 
715,922; total $3,380,751. The annual in- 
crease would be about five per cent., so that 
it would be eight years before the annual 
bounty would amount t) $5,000,000. 

Representative Fithian submitted the re- 
port of the minority, which says that the 
subsidy would be creating and fostering a 
privileged class at the expense of the whole 
people. ‘The minority believes the most 
effective way to bring about a revival ot the 
shipping industry is for Congress to piace 
all materials used in the construction of 
ships on the free list, repeal all laws in re- 
straint of trade, repeal restrictive naviga- 
tion laws, and permit merchants to buy 
their ships where they can buy them cheap- 
est, aud sail them under the American flag. 


ANTI-TRUST LEGISLATION. 


A New Measure Against Monopolies 
Reported. 
WasuHineTon, April 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.“ The Anti-trust Bill as re- 
ported today from the Senate Committe on 
Judiciary, in substance declares that every 
contract or combination in the form of a 
trust or otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade or commerce among the several 
States and Territories, or with foreign na- 
tions, or in any Territory or State, is illegal. 
Every person who shall make such a con- 
tract, or engage in such combinations, or 
conspiracies, or who shall monopolize, or 
combine or conspire with any other person 
or persons to monopolize any trade or com- 
merce among the several States and Ter- 
ritories, or with foreign nations, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five thousand dollars or imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, or both.

‘DEATH OF THE YOUNG WOMAN 


AT THE POLICE STATION. 


She Is Identified as Jennie Wicker- 
sham of East Los Angeles—In- 
quest Last Nignt—Letter Indi- 
cating That lt Was a Premedi- 
tated Suicide—The Affair Wrap- 
ped in Mystery. 


The young girl who was found by the 
police on a bench at the Seventh-street 


power-house at 9 o’clock night before 


last, died at 5:10 o’clock yesterday 


morning in one of the rooms at the 


police station. She was booked as 


| Pavline Clinton, but after her death 


she was identified as Jennie Wicker- 


| sham, and her parents live at 624 Pasa- 


dena avenue, East Los Angeles. The 
oase isa common suicide, in one sense 
of the word, but the reasons which led 
up toit are a mystery, and probably 
will never be solved. 

When her remains were identified at 
Orr & Sutch’s undertaking-rooms, 


| where the body was removed soon after 
death, her mother and her sister Lola 


were sent for. They stated that Jen- 
nie left home Monday morning, and 
mer did not again see her alive. 
he mother thought nothing of the 

matter until Tuesday when her daugh- 
ter did not return, and a search was 
instituted, but they could get no trace 
ofthe missing one, and nothing more 
was heard of her until they were in- 
formed yesterday morning that Jennie 
was dead. They knew of no reason 
for her leaving home and did not seem 
to think she had committed suicide, as 
she always seemed contented and 
happy. ~ So far as they knew she never 
had a lover and was a good, virtuous 

irl, Mrs. Wickersham stated that 

ennie was about 16 years of age. 

Dr. Morrison, who remained y the 
side from 11 o' clock Tues- 

ay night until she died yesterday 
morning, held a post mortem yesterday 
assisted by Drs. Wing, 
Ainsworth, Lasher, Smith and others, 
and they came to the conclusion that 
she came to her death from an over- 
dose of morphine or opium. 

| THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Meredith held an inquest at 
7 o’clock last evening, and after hear- 
ing the evidence of several witnesses 
the jury found that deceased came to 
her death from an overdose of poison, 
taken with intent to commit suicide. 

Dr. Morrison was the first witness 
examined. He stated that he was called 
to the police station at about 11 o’clock 
Tuesday night. He found deceased 
suffering from an overdose of morphine 
or opium. He applied the usual reme- 
dies and did all in his power to bring 
her bagk to consciousness, but failed, 
and she died at about 5 o’clock yester- 
day morning. At the post mortem he 
could find no signs of opium or mor- 
ning Her brain was in a sound con- 

ition, and there were no signs of

About 7:80 o’clock Tuesday evening 
deceased got on his car at Johnson 
street and rode through to Jefferson 
He noticed that’ something 


where she was going. She told him 
that she intended to get off at Spring 
street to go to the skating-rink, but 
sbe was to sick and could not leave the 
car. Sbe wanted to ride back to John- 
son street. She told him her home was 
in Sacramento, and that she had been 
rooming in a hotel on Main street. He 
told her he could do nothing for her, 
but would leave her at tbe power- 
house, where she could be taken care 
of. He brought her back to the power- 
house and left her there. 

The sister, Lola Wickersham, was 
next called. She stated that deceased 
was her sister. She last saw her alive 
on Monday morning when Jennie left 
home. Jennie was about 16 years of 
age. Witness had never heard her 
sister speak about committing suicide. 
She always seemed to be satisfied and 
happy. She knew of no reason for her 
to leave home. 

The following letter was then handed 
to witness for identification:

She stated that it was in her sister 
Jennie’s haudwriting, The letter was 
addressed to Mrs. C. Wickersham, 624

April 2d, 1 p. m., which shows that it 
must have been given to some one by 
Jennie to post, and the person forgot 
About it until yesterday morning. Had 
it been posted Tuesday evening, when 
she wrote it, it would have ben deliv- 
ered yesterday morning. |

SEEN TUESDAY EVENING. 

On Tuesday evening, about 10:30 
o’clock a Timgs reporter encountered a 
young girl on the street in front of the 
Nadeau, walking arm and arm witha 
young fellow, and from his actions 
toward the young girl the reporter de- 
termined to follow them up and learn 
his purpose. After promenading the 
streets in various directions, they 
were — about three quarters of an 
hour later by, another couple, a young 
girl and a tall, slim young fellow. The 
quartette sat down in the hallway 
of the Solomon block, on South Spring 
street, and were watched for over an 
hour by the Times man. The men 
were evidently persuading: the young 
girls to accompany them to some place, 
to which they objected going. It took 
some time, nearly three-quarters of an 
hour, for the men to persuade the 
girls to go with them.
